Your v ehicle’s slim grip on the 
road, the size of four hands, deserv es the v ery 
best of care. Here are some tip s. 
Tire manufacturers say the number one rule 
for tire safety is matching tire inflation to the 
load. 
Ov er-inflated tires wear seriously in the 
center; under-inflated tires buckle ir the middle 
and wear on the edges. Either way , the amount 
of rubber y ou hav e in contact with the road is 
markedly decreased, increasing the chances of 
a skid. 
Frequent insp ection of y our tires, checking for 
wear and p rop er inflation, is rule number two. 
Don’t neglect wheel alignment and wheel balance.

Washington Merry - Go - Round

WASHINGTON - 
There 
has 
been a lot of oratory lately about 
whether the tax p y aers are sp end, 
ing too much or too little to hel; 
the big cities. The House made 
its attitude clear by refusing tc 
sp end $40 
million ov er three 
y ears to ex terminate rats 
and 
the diseases they sp read. 
In this connection, it is worth 
ex amining what congress hasap . 
p rop riated to p rev ent farm dis­ 
eases which can also be p assed 
on to p eop le. 
These are bene­ 
ficial p rograms which should be 
continued but 
should also be 
balanced 
by equal aid for the 
cities. 
Because the old men who run 
congress come 
chiefly 
from 
rural areas, howev er, the battle 
against farm diseases gets ap ­ 
p rop riations and the p rop osals to 
fight city diseases do not. 
Most of the p owerful 
com­ 
mittee chairmen come from rural 
towns and do not understand big- 
city needs. Of the 16 senate com­ 
mittees, 13 are headed by sena­ 
tors from small towns. The agri­ 
culture committee, which takes a 
benev olent attitude toward rural 
p roblems, has 7 7 -y ear-old Sen. 
Allen Ellender of Houma, La., 
as its chairman. 
The p ublic 
welfare committee, which ls sup ­ 
p osed to concern itself with city 
p roblems, is headed by 7 3-y ear- 
old Sen. Lister Hill of Montgom­ 
ery , Ala. 
Of the 20 house chairmen, 16 
come from small towns.

southern states. Water hy acinth 
control costs the tax p ay ers 
an 
additional 
$6.7 million a y ear 
to keep this weed out of southern 
riv ers. Water hy acinths choke 
the 
channels and waterway s of 
the south to a p oint that fish 
are unable to liv e and motor­ 
boats get their p rop ellers fouled 
The 
grand total is 
close tc 
$39 million, considerably more 
than the 
federal 
gov ernment 
sp ends to eliminate the 
weed 
of juv enile delinquency in the 
big cities. 
Bov ine tuberculosis, if trans­ 
mitted to human beings, can cuase 
hunchbacks and other malfor­ 
mations. All cattle in the coun­ 
try must be tested once a y ear 
for TB, though the chief cost is 
oorne by the cattle owners. How­ 
ev er, the tax p ay ers p ut up $3.4 
million 
each y ear for surv ey s 
and testing. The 
same amount 
would go a 
long way 
toward 
testing the nation's slum chil­ 
dren for sickness. 
The farm ex tension 
serv ice 
draws 
$7 6.3 
million annually 
from the treasury to help farm 
families with 
their p roduction 
and marketing p roUems, home 
economics and family liv ing, and 
the 4-H mov ement for farm y outh. 
For ex amp le, the 4-H dubs - 


« « Head, hand, heart, and health" 
-•hav e been teaching better citi­ 
zenship to farm boy s and girls 
for a long time. Similar p ro­ 
grams hav e been needed in the 
big cities. The home economics 
training, 
av ailable to 
rural 
housewiv es, should 
also hav e 
been offered to slum women. 
Yet another 
$2.3 million is 
sp ent by the gov ernment on im­ 
p rov ing the breeding strains of 
cattle, hogs, sheep and goats. 
Like the other farm p rograms, 
most of the cost is p aid by city 
and 
suburban 
tax p ay ers. 
But 
the congressmen from the coun­ 
try , whose 
seniority has giv en 
them control of congress, ap p ro­ 
p riate the money for their con­ 
stituents and neglect the teem­ 
ing cities.

President 
Johnson tried to merge the la­ 
bor and commerce dep artments. 
There were whisp erings that 
still other shake-up s would fol­ 
low. 
Suddenly , 
riv al agencies 
began raiding 
one 
another's 
territory and 
stealing 
one 
another's functions. 
The 
commerce 
dep artment, 
through its alliances on Cap itol 
Hill, successfully defended its 
borders against the labor 
de­ 
p artment. But labor struck out 
in other 
directions. It started 
flanking 
mov ements to cap ture 
the job corp s away from the of­ 
fice of economic 
op p ortunity 
and to grab the 
manp ower • 
training functions from the de­ 
p artment of health, education and 
welfare. 
Under 
fire from the 
inti • antip ov erty guns, OEO is 
now fighting desp erately to de­ 
fend 
its 
territorial integrity 
against half a dozen dep artments. 
The two newest bureaucratic 
kingdoms - the 
dep artment of 
housing and urban dev elop ment 
and the 
dep artment of trans­ 
p ortation — already hav e started 
battling ov er the urban 
mass 
transp ortation function (and the 
ap p rop riations that go with them). 
Sev eral other agencies hav e also 
rev iv ed ancient animosities and 
p etty riv alries. Out of lt ls al. 
most certain to come more re­ 
organization. 


Lady Senator 
Dep lores

Organize 
Women-Power and Take Leader­ 
ship . 
It 
may be a man’s world, but 
Senator Margaret Chase Smith 
does v ery well p rov ing to the con­ 
trary . It would be ungentle- 
manly of this column to describe 
her as a v eteran Senator. 
But 
she is. And an effectiv e one, too. 
The lady from Maine, for ex ­ 
amp le, is on the Senate 
Com­ 
mittee 
for Armed Serv ices, 
Aeronautical and Sp ace Sciences 
Committee and, naturally , on the 
Ap p rop riations Committee. 
The other day I asked her if a 
woman can become President of 
the U.S. Here is her rep ly just 
as she wrote it for this column: 
By Margaret Chase Smith 
United States Senator from Maine 
Washington, D.C.: •• « « Where 
is the p rop er p lace of a woman?” 
is a question I hav e often been 
asked. It has been asked so many 
times in so many way s and by so 
many ty p es of p eop le that, of 
necessity , my answer has had to 
transcend the normal and under­ 
standable p rejudice 
that 
a 
woman might hav e. 
My answer is short and sim­ 
p le — woman's p rop er p lace is 
ev ery where. 
Indiv idually , it is 
where 
the p articular woman is 
hap p iest and best 
fitted. This 
may seem to be an ov ersimp li­ 
fication, but it is a conclusion of 
mine that has been rep eatedly 
reassured by my ex p eriences in 
meeting p eop le all ov er the world. 
I 
think that 
it 
is a well- 
accep ted 
fact that 
the final 
resp onsibility for wars ls that 
of the p eop le themselv es - not 
of the leaders of nations. If we 
are ev er to achiev e p ermanent 
p eace, it will stem from the will 
of the p eop le themselv es, rather 
than the genius of their leaders. 
What do these 
observ ations 
hav e to do with the 
answer to 
what is the p rop er p lace of wom­ 
en? Simp ly this: America, the 
p eace leader of the world, has 
granted the greatest op p ortunity 
to the women — and America’s 
p eace leadership stems directly 
from the influence and p articip a­ 
tion of American women in shap ­ 
ing the decisions of this country . 
The traditional belligerency of 
most nations is in inv erse ratio 
to the degree of freedom and rec­ 
ognition that the p articular nation 
grants to women. Wherev er y ou 
find the woman's v oice granted 
ev en an ap p roach to p arity with 
that of the man’s y ou will find a 
more p eaceful nation. 
If there 
is any one p rop er 
role for women today it is that 
of alert and resp onsible citizens 
in the fullest sense of the word. 
Citizenship is 
without sex . It 
makes no distinction between 
the rights and resp onsibilities of 
men and women — in America. 
Since 
the granting of suffrage 
to women, the only differential 
between men and women as citi­ 
zens 
has been the av ailability 
and 
accep tance of leadership . 
The question is 
where 
can 
women best serv e. The answer is 
-ev ery w here: (I) in the home as 
wiv es and mothers; (2) in organ­ 
ized civ ic, business and p rofes­ 
sional group s; (3) 
in industry 
and business, both management 
and labor; and (4) in gov ernment 
and p olitics. 
Perhap s the most lasting and 
basic 
influence of women ls in 
the Home. This might ap p ear too 
obv ious for mention. But it is 
often that we ov erlook the 
ob­ 
v ious. The 
fight 
for 
decent 
conditions in 
communities, for 
imp rov ement in food, 
housing, 
school, health and recreational 
facilities 
must be 
led by the 
women of the Home - the wiv es 
and the mothers. 
Much, if not most, of the p ast 
leadership of women in this coun­ 
try has come through civ ic 
or­ 
ganizations. 
The 
basic ingre­ 
dient for this successful 
p er­ 
formance record has been the 
banding of women together in or­ 
ganized group s to giv e greater 
v oice 
and more sp ecific objec­ 
tiv es to the Interests and ef­ 
forts of indiv idual women. 
Women hav e p rov ided leader­ 
ship 
in industry and business. 
This has been heav ily on 
the 
Management side for there ls a 
dearth of women leaders in the 
ranks of labor. Labor 
unions 


need the balanced Judgement of 
more women labor leaders. 
Why is it that 
women hav e 
made such little p rogress in the 
field of p olitics which, ironically 
enough, was the v ery arena of 
their emanicip ation — the grant­ 
ing 
of suffrage? The 
answer 
lies greatly with the women them­ 
selv es. In the first p lace, the 
meteoric 
rise of women in the 
business and p rofessional fields 
stems greatly from the p lain fact 
that women had the desire for p ar­ 
ticip ation and success in these 
fields. They had sufficient deter­ 
mination to translate that desire 
into results. 
To a great ex tent, 
men hav e 
encouraged rather than op p osed 
the p articip ation of 
women in 
business and p rofessions. Ini­ 
tially , women serv ed their ap ­ 
p renticeship in secretarial jobs. 
The secretarial duties ex p anded 
into ex ecutiv e duties, and before 
the men 
realized it, they had 
come to rely so much up on their 
women 
assistants 
that 
they 
could not do without 
them and 
had to accep t them in the ex ecu­ 
tiv e field rather than let them 
go. 
The 
shadings of dev elop ment 
and p romotion cannot be as sub- 
Oe in p olitics for there is noth­ 
ing 
subtle about being a candi­ 
date for p olitical office. The old 
p rejudice of men against women 
is giv en full warning for resis­ 
tance. Immediately when a wom­ 
an candidate announces, the male 
cry is that « « p ublic office” is no 
p lace for a woman or « « the State 
is not quite ready for a woman in 
that office.” When asked « « Why ?*’ 
the answer is 
inv ariably that 
« « she can’t hold her own with the 
men” or « « she can't neglect her 
home duties for her p ublic office 
duties.” 
Performances 
disp rov e the 
negativ e p hrase of **no p lace for 
a woman.” There are many ex ­ 
amp les of women officeholders 
who hav e more than held their 
own with men. All women in the 
Congress are outstanding mem­ 
bers 
of 
most imp ortant Con­ 
gressional 
Committees. There 
are p lenty of ex amp les of women 
p ublic officials who hav e 
suc­ 
cessfully maintained their homes 
and 
reared their children. A 
man legislator's div ision of his 
p rofessional time as a 
lawy er 
oddly enough is 
nev er 
chal­ 
lenged. 
Whether or not there is a fu­ 
ture in p olitics for women 
de­ 
p ends up on the women them­ 
selv es. If they hav e 
the 
suf­ 
ficient desire and determination 
not only to hold p ublic office but 
to organize p olitically and v ote 
in blocks and 
elect 
qualified 
women candidates, then there is 
most definitely a future in p oli­ 
tics for women. The inescap able 
fact is that they hold the control 
of the p ublic offices with their 
majority v oting p ower. 
Will they ex ercise that p ower? 
I think they will if they are made 
to 
realize that they hold the 
p ower. Organized women's p ow­ 
er has been forcefully p rov ed, if 
the incentiv e is there. 
Basically , the incentiv e and the 
attraction of more women in high­ 
er p ublic 
office 
should stem 
from the 
fundamental fact that 
women are the gov ernors of the 
home. 
They legislate the rules 
of the home; they ex ecute and 
enforce the rules of the home 
and they Interp ret the rules of 
the 
home. TTie Imp ortance of 
their role as gov ernors of the 
home 
ls that the home is the 
most fundamental form of gov ­ 
ernment. Our community gov ern­ 
ments are no more than a federa­ 
tion of indiv idual home gov ern­ 
ments. 
There has been too little of the 
home in the gov ernment and too 
much gov ernment in the home. 
The most obv ious and natural 
way to rev erse this trend ls to 
p ut more of the home gov ernors 
in 
the gov ernment - and that 
means women. 
That ls why there ls a definite 
and 
Inescap able future in p oli­ 
tics for women. It is only a ques­ 
tion of time - only a matter of 
how long the men op p ose wom­ 
en holding p ublic office and, more 
imp ortant, how long the wom­ 
en themselv es are guilty of such 
p olitical Inertia as not to ov er­ 
come the op p osition of the men.

North of Marston two-lane pave­ 
ment is being laid south to a point 
below Conran on the south-bound 
lane. 
When this is completed,

north lane will be paved to the 
connecting link north of Marston 
near the rest stop projects.

rest stops should be 
completed this week. 
Inspector of a huge paving unit 
is Jerry Young, New 
Madrid, 
Clarence Graves, Springfield, is 
in charge of loading m ixers and 
sending trucks to paving sites.

In one day the base plant can 
put out enough concrete to lay 
from two to three thousand feet 
of 20-foot pavement.

State fair managers have found that by catering 
to the city folk a bit more they can again draw 
the crowds of yesteryear.

Although the labels and information will help, 
nothing will replace your own &are and main­ 
tenance of tires. Your vehicle’s slim grip on the 
road, the size of four hands, deserves the very 
best of care. Here are some tips. 
Tire manufacturers say the number one rule 
for tire safety is matching tire inflation to the 
load. 
Over-inflated tires wear seriously in the 
center; under-inflated tires buckle in the middle 
and wear on the edges. 
Either way, the amount 
of rubber you have in contact with the road is 
markedly decreased, increasing the chances of 
a skid. 
Frequent inspection of your tires, checking for 
wear and proper inflation, is rule number two. 
Don’t neglect wheel alignment and wheel balance. 
Improper alignment or balance can set up a 
dangerous wobble, increasing tire wear.

THE NEW LEFT CONVENES 
The National Conference for New Politics will 
open a seven-day meeting in Chicago on Tuesday 
(Aug. 29) to plan strategy for the 1968 elections. 
The Rev. Martin Luther King, Jr., will be the 
keynote speaker on Aug. 31. 
SO LONG as the Johnson administration treats 
the war In Viet Nam as a kind of huge police 
action, it will continue to expose itself to the 
kind of criticism that could scarcely be toler­ 
ated in a declared war. 
That fact becomes 
more apparent as a blanket movement of the 
New Left prepares a program for next year’s 
elections. 
Michael J. Wood, field coordinator for the 
National Conference for New Politics (NCNP), 
on July 8 said that “ Johnson in 1968 is the real 
issue that will bring ‘the movement* together 
in Chicago and in the campaign.” The Chicago 
reference was to a meeting of some 2,000 
peace, civil rights, and new left student organi­ 
zation leaders. 
Invitations to the meeting at the end of August 
were issued to a widely varied band of organi­ 
zations on the left side of the political spectrum. 
The common denominator seems to be distaste 
for the war in Viet Nam. 
Wood, former staff 
member of the National Student Association who 
disclosed the subsidies from the Central In­ 
telligence Agency, said President Johnson “ sym­ 
bolizes the corruption and immorality of the 
American policy in Viet Nam.”

State fair managers have found that by catering 
to the city folk a bit more they can again draw 
the crowds of yesteryear. 
Bob Hope, Perry Como, Hugh Downs and score 
of other top entertainers are as fam iliar a 
sight to fairgoers as are quarter horses and 
Hereford cows — or for that matter the not 
so gently spiked mince meat that Actor Donald 
Meek savored in the first “ State Fair** m ovie. 
In this 
sense television has proved a boon 
to fairs as the presence of Actor Robert Conrad 
and Country Music Singer Molly Bee proved at 
the Sikeston rodeo. 
The DuQuoin state fair across the M ississippi 
river in Illinois has an enviable reputation for 
attracting talent that would be a credit to Los 
Vegas, Broadway or Miami Beach. 
Many county fairs have disappeared along with 
the butter churn and the windmill. 
Some still abound. 
Interestingly enough they 
have a nostalgic appeal to the city dw eller. 
Those with farm backgrounds like to return for 
a renewed glim pse of life in the half-forgotten 
countryside.

THE NEW LEFT CONVENES 
The National Conference for New P olitics w ill 
open a seven-day meeting in Chicago on Tuesday 
(Aug. 29) to plan strategy for the 1968 election s. 
The Rev. Martin Luther King, Jr., w ill be the 
keynote speaker on Aug. 31. 
SO LONG as the Johnson adm inistration treats 
the war in Viet Nam as a kind of huge police 
action, it will continue to expose itself to the 
kind of criticism that could scarcely be toler­ 
ated in a declared war. 
That fact becom es 
more apparent as a blanket m ovem ent of the 
New Left, prepares a program for next year** 
elections. 
Michael J. 
Wood, field coordinator for the 
National Conference for New P olitics (NCNP), 
on July 8 said that “ Johnson in 1968 is the real 
issue that w ill bring ‘the movement* together 
in Chicago and in the campaign.** 
The Chicago 
reference was 
to a 
m eeting of som e 2,000 
peace, civil rights, and new left student organi­ 
zation leaders. 
Invitations to the m eeting at the end of August 
were issued to a widely varied band of organi­ 
zations on the left side of the political spectrum . 
The common denominator seem s to be distaste 
for the war in Viet Nam. 
Wood, form er staff 
member of the National Student A ssociation who 
disclosed the subsidies from the Central In­ 
telligence Agency, said President Johnson “ sym ­ 
bolizes 
the corruption and im m orality of the 
American policy in Viet Nam.** 
MOST OF THOSE INVOLVED in the Chicago 
conference will be young people, although ad­ 
vance proposals have linked the Rev. Martin 
Luther King, Jr., the 38-year-old keynoter, and 
Dr. Benjamin Spook, the 64-year-old pediatri­ 
cian, as possible candidates on a third party ticket 
in 1968. 
Dr, King on April 25 said he would not 
accept a third party nomination, but Dr. Spook 
on July 
17 
said that he would run if asked. 
Wood said on July 8 that the “ old left’* organi­ 
zations like the Communist Party would not be 
invited to Chicago because they had become 
“ too conservative.” The New left seem s to have 
little taste for ideology.

CO-CHAIRMEN of the NCNP are State Rep. 
Julian Bond of Georgia, twice refused his seat 
in the George House because of his opposition 
to the Viet Nam war, and Simon Casady, who 
was ousted as president of the California Dem­ 
ocratic Council in 1966 after bitterly criticizing 
President Johnson.- 
The New Left has suggested that a third party 
might run favorite son candidates — like Rep. 
Adam Clayton Powell, Jr., in New York— to 
attempt to ' take away key state electoral votes 
next year from President Johnson.

Requires a listing of recommended load 
distribution. 
Overloading your tires, of course, 
can result in nasty, even fatal, consequences. 
Although the labels and information w ill help, 
nothing will replace your own &are and m ain­ 
tenance of tires. Your vehicle’s slim grip on the 
road, the size of four hands, deserves the very 
best of care. Here are som e tips. 
T ire manufacturers say the number one rule 
for tire safety is matching tire inflation to the 
load. 
Over-inflated tires wear seriously in the 
center; under-inflated tires buckle in the middle 
and wear on the edges. 
Either way, the amount 
of rubber you have in contact with the road is 
markedly decreased, increasing the chances of 
a skid. 
Frequent inspection of your tires, checking for 
wear and proper inflation, is rule number two. 
Don’t neglect wheel alignment and wheel balance. 
Improper alignment or balance can set up a 
dangerous wobble, increasing tire wear. 
Taking care of your tires will increase their 
life - and help to preserve yours.

MARSTON --- Every highway 
paving job must have a base 
operation to make, move 
and 
spread concrete. 
The success of the highway 
paving job on Interstate 55, by 
the Koss construction Company, 
Springfield, from New Madrid 
south near Steele, depends 
on 
such a base. 
Trucks operate from it both 
north and south. 
The 
operation 
involves thou­ 
sands of pounds of equipment, 
which 
can 
tie dismantled and 
moved to another point after 
pavement has been laid in an 
area of 10 or more miles. 
North of Marston two-lane pave­ 
ment is being laid south to a point 
below Conran on the south-bound 
lane. 
When this is completed, 
the 
north lane will tie paved to the 
connecting link north of Marston 
near the rest stop projects. 
A highway c r e w laying pavement 
at 
the 
rest stops should be 
completed this week. 
Inspector of a huge paving unit 
is Jerry Young, New 
Madrid, 
Clarence Graves, Springfield, is 
in charge of loading m ixers and 
sending trucks to paving sites. 
Each carrying 
five yards of 
concrete. 
In one day the base plant can 
put out enough concrete to lay 
from two to three thousand feet 
of 20-foot pavement. 
The concrete making stockpile 
soon will disappear. When

this 
area the mobile unit will

dismantled and taken to

intersection of route K 
and
